COTES HEATH (?71837-....) 


COTES, a township, in the parish of Eccleshall, union of Stone, N. division of the 
hundred of Pirehill and of the county of Stafford, 4% miles (N. by E.) from 
Eccleshall; containing 328 inhabitants. This place is situated on the road from 
Newcastle to Eccleshall, and on the railway from Liverpool to Birmingham. The living 
of the district church of St. James, Cotes Heath, is a perpetual curacy; net income, 
£100; patron, the Vicar of Eccleshall: there is a parsonage-house. A national school 
has a small endowment. [A Topographical Dictionary of England (1848) ]
